(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 9-1 1 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hayden et al US 5,387,751, Boeck et al US 5,618,954, Nakashiro et 
al US 6,498,122, Mul et al US 6,392,066. 

The references are applied as in the previous office action. Applicants' 
comments have been noted and considered but are not deemed persuasive of 
patentability. 

It is noted that in Hayden water is present in the catalyst reaction solution 
and that the reaction occurs at temperatures, e.g. 200°C that would produce water 
vapor inherently. See, for example, column 2 lines 29-30, column 4 lines 58-62. 

Boeck et al also teach the presence of water. See, e.g., column 2 lines 19-36 
and column 6 lines 36. It is also noted with respect to the comments that Boeck et 
al produces an epoxy butane instead of epoxy propylene that the reference 
embraces a very limited number of compounds closely related to one another in 
structure, the reference provides a description of those compounds just as surely as 
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if they were identified in the reference by name. Since one of the compounds thus 
described is the next carbon member of an epoxy series, a patent thereon is 
anticipated under 35 USC 102(b). 

As to Nakashiro et al water is inherently present as superheated steam. See, 
column 1 lines 38-39, column 8 lines 39-46. 

Likewise Mul et al also teach an olefin epoxidation process in which water, 
in form of an aqueous precursor, column 5 line 43, is contacted with the reactants. 
It is also noted that water is present in the feed stream. See column 7 lines 48-50. 

No claim is allowed.
